Emperor William, as appears by our 
despatches from Bwliu, escaped narrowly 
enough with his life from the l«test attempt 
to nssASsinate him. 
Eighteen shots ars re­ 
ported to have pierced his helmet—lor the 
Emporor always wears, even in his daily 
promenades, that military headdress which 
is so characteristic a part of his portraits. 
That the shot used had ’ force enough to 
penetrate this shows that our cgr^espondent 
is guilty of no exaggeration in his state­ 
ment that the Emperor’s escape is doe only 
to the small size of the shot. 
Buckshot 
would in tho same oircumstanoes have 
given a fatal wound. 
Our news, it will be 
seen, foreshadows tho possibility of an 
aUlication, or at least of a regency for some 
months. 
Within á month two attempts, at once de­ 
liberate and desperate, have been made to 
kill the aged Kaiser, and both seem to have 
the same source and the same inspiration. 
Both ho\;e originated in that widespread 
discontent, those fanatical fimoics and that 
savage animosity toword law and order 
which animate the so-colled party of social­ 
ism. 
Hoedel and Mobeling are individuols 
excited by mischievous teacliiugs to believe 
that they would serve tfieir country ond 
humanity^ 
by tho 
murder 
of 
Kaiser 
William, * or 
they are 
the 
agents 
of 
a secret society designated to commit 
this crime. 
Precisely how they are to be 
classed in this respect tho Gorman police 
will determine ; but neither one nor tbo 
other is to.bo counted with the feeble witted 
fellows who sometimes take a shot at a 
sovereign out of an insano desire for noto­ 
riety. 
Princes have been shot at often 
enough for no other reason than that some 
lunatic wished to be hoard of in the world, 
and the times have been when to draw the 
tire of that sort of iieople has seemed to be 
one of tho functions of the wearers of 
crowns. 
An experience of that sort of 
shooting is common to ru le rs; but this 
persistent aim at one life by one stripe of 
lanatics resembles less that morbid desire 
to bum guni>owder conspicuously than the 
desperate pursuit of the life of Napoleon 
III. by sworn Italian conspirators. 
Behind those attempts, then, what is 
there? Other attem pts, perhaps. Prom his 
injuries just received tho Kaiser will re­ 
cover ; but if the two assassins now in cus­ 
tody were designated by some conspiracy 
os the men who sbonld attempt lb kill him 
others will be designated in their turn ; and 
if they were only individuals excited by 
misohievooa doctrines the teachings that 
turned their heads will turn other heads, 
and perhaps bettor heads, and heads related 
to more unlucky hands. 
Kaiser William 
will 
never again 
ride 
in 
the 
main 
street of Berlin and take his turn by 
that pretty piece of woodland which they 
call a garden but the people who touch 
their hats or stand unoovored as he passes 
will listen unconsoiensly for th^ sound of a 
pistol shot 
And the shots will come again 
and again. 
But the stout old Kaiser may 
not bo the worse for it all. 
Napoleon IIL 
died quietly enough under tho hauds of a 
distinguished surgeon, though six different 
sets of conspirators expiated six different 
attempts to m urder him. 
In fact, it is the 
rule with áttcm pts to slay sovereigns that 
they laiL 
Th« suocesses are great excep. 
tions. 
Conspirators of this sort fail always 
bocauae of cowardice. 
There is a common 
want of despenition. 
They hope to accom­ 
plish their purpose and still save their 
own lives, 
and the precautions taken 
to save themselves defeat their aim. 
Assas­ 
sins who, like Kavailloc, Felton or Booth, 
have delivered fatal blows, have done this 
by coming within arm’s length of Iheir 
victims and thus putting their own Ifvcs 
desperately at stake against their purpose. 
In the two recent attem pts to kill tho Em­ 
peror William tho cnlprits' have come near 
enough to that desperate fUau to sacrifice 
their own lives, and, on the mere doctrine 
of probabilities, it may bo assumed that fu­ 
ture attempts will be mode more cautiously. 
Crimes like this supply to repjrossive gov­ 
ernm ent the pretext it wonts. 
They are 
dangerous to tbo people only, and there can 
be no greater absurdity than the notion that 
they con in any way whatever promote that 
regeneration of hntnan sócioty which the 
socialists protend to dcsiro. 
H jw could 
tbo m urder of this old monarch change in 
any respect whatever the fabric of civil so­ 
ciety in Germany or elsewhere? Ills crown 
would pass to another head and would be 
worn in the some spirit in Which ho wore it 
All that would b«r changed would be tho 
name of the ruler. Under the son as under 
tho 
father 
the 
laws 
would 
remain 
what the representatives of the German 
people and the Gcnuau States have made 
them, and a minority so small that it could 
not change a section of them would remain 
os helpless under Fritz ns it was under 
William. 
Presumably it would then en­ 
deavor {o sate by still other nssassioatioiis 
that fnry which lüight result trniu the dis* 
covcry that it had no other means by which 
to make itself felt. 
But from that could 
only resull tho lenson that to wear the 
cr jwn ol Prussia and Germany is danger­ 
ous—that to hold that high station must 
put one’s life in imminent peril. 
Can the 
sooiallsts suppose that this presumption 
of danger will some time roach such á 
point that there can bo iuand no one 
bold enough to wear the 
crown, 
and 
that there will consequently be no ruler, 
and theroloro no htato—and that thus tho 
way will bo made clear for tho initiation of 
their tluories? If tliat is not the theory in 
Ijurnuit of which they attem pt this murder 
it is difficult to SCO in what other oonoeiv- 
abln way they can hope to profit by the 
death ot any sovereign in a Btnto where the 
succession-Is assured and where the ma­ 
chinery of government and the political 
synteui will 
go on absolutely 
without 
change, wbatov r or whoever tbo man who 
is tho Wearer of tho prown. 
These societies 
can find men who will venture almost cer­ 
tain death in tho pursuit of a wildly mis­ 
taken sense ol duty and fur tbo ignoble 
tame th.it may follow au atteinpt at nasitssi- 
nation. 
If, theu, men for motived like this, 
and in tho assertion and defence of*tho 
paltry cause of a low scurvy adventurers, 
will trcnturo life con liny suppose that 
danger will render the w earing of crowns 
less attractive? 
It iis said that Nubeling’s attem ot is oart 


of a cons^racy to murder the whole royal 
iamily as well os the Kaiser, beoaose thoir 
popularity stands iu the way.of tho growth 
of the socialistic party. 
If any conception 
of that sort inspired the act it has* oertuinly 
misearried, for no* case eoold have been 
contrived more fitted tq make socialism 
odious than this dastardly crime, nor any 
more likely to rally the aff«^tion of the 
whole country to the proposed vietima. 
One great mistake is exhibited in a clear 
light by this event, the mistake of the Cath­ 
olic party in .refnsing its support and 
thereby deleating tho law that was proposed

measure to strengthen the hands of tho 
government against those socialista. 
Any 
extremity to which a tyrannical M inistry 
might push the repression of religious free­ 
dom would be preferable to the horrors of 
society abandoned to tbe socialists. 


P rep arstien for tiprcl* PapmeMts. 
The Fresident ho.s signed tbe bill forbid­ 
ding any lurtbor contraction of the legal 
tender notes. 
Wo regret that be did not 
see his way to veto it, since it is a manifest 
obstruction to specie payments. 
But os it 
would probably have been passed over his 
veto it is hardly fair to blame him. 
The 
original Resumption act contemplated the 
reduction of the legal lender notes to three 
hundred millions, and if only that amonnt 
wore 
in 
circulation 
the 
government 
might safely 
resume 
to-morrow. 
The 
amouut of 
greenbacks outstanding 
on 
June 
1 was $346,681,016. 
This is tho 
amount shown 
by the books 
of the 
Comptroller of the .Carfency, but 
the 
amount actually in existence is no doubt 
considerably loss. 
This kind pf currency 
has been in use since 186*2; a period of six­ 
teen years, and within that time a great 
deal has been lost. 
About ten million dol­ 
lars of fraotional currency, or twenty per 
cent of the whole, has not been presented 
for redemption, and probably never will be. 
If ten per cent of the outstanding green­ 
backs—and this ia not an extravagant esti­ 
mate—has been lost, the amount in actual 
circulation is only 
three hundred and 
twelve million dollars, which is so near tho 
limit fixed by the Hesamptiou law as to 
render the difforcuco unim portant. 
Still, 
it is 
bajl 
policy 
to 
stop 
the 
pro­ 
cess of contraction. 
The national banks 
will, supply deficiencie.? 
in tho 
paper 
circulation, and it was exivediont to reduce 
the government notes to snch a point as 
would relieve tbe resumption experiment of 
all doubt or hazard. 
T t is conceded that there will bo no fur­ 
ther legislation on tbo snbjeot, and we 
shall begin the experiment iu substantially 
tho some condition of tho Treasury as at 
present. 
Tho ainonnt of greenbacks will be 
precisely the same on January 1 as it is at 
present, and there will be no percepti­ 
ble increase in the 
gold reserve oí the 
government. When 
tho contract 
drau 
made 
with 
the 
new 
Syndicate 
it 
was arranged that 
the bonds should 
be taken after the first ten millions at the 
rate of four millions a month, which 4vo'nld 
Lave extended the transaotion until near 
tho close of tho yoar. 
But, in point of fact, 
the whole fifty millions have been already 
taken, and the consequence is that the 
Treasury will b e ju sto sw e ll prepared to 
resume on tbe 1st of July as on the 1st of 
January. 
The preparations being already 
as completo as they are likely to be there 
would be a manifest advantage in anticipat­ 
ing tbe date, ,‘1'he safest time to begin would 
be just before ihe commencement of the 
fall business, when large amounts of money 
will bo required iur moving the crops. 
Paper money is better suited to this 
use than coiA, and during that large de­ 
mand and active employment for paper 
very little would be presented for redemp­ 
tion. 
It would be wise for the Treasury to 
avail itself of this natural protection. There 
is another strong rcoBon for beginning just 
before the opening of tho fall business. 
The crops are burned forward for ex¡>nrta- 
tion, ond that is just the period when 
there is least likely to bo a dr.viu ot 
gold for tho discharge of foreign obli­ 
gations. 
It is the 
part 
of the year 
above 
all others when there is least 
danger of a run upon tho Treasury to 
dr.iin away its stock of coin. 
We hope, 
therefore, that Hecrotary Sherman will see 
his way clear to take tho tide at its flood 
and resume specie payments in .\ugust. 
"W hat’s well begun is. half done,” and 
after a heavy fall bnsiness transuetod on 
the specie basis there will be but little diffi­

UreaC Bcheme. 
During oil these dreary months, while we 
have been reeding about the wars of the 
Rassian and the Turk, and tho pos.siblo war 
of tho Russian and tho Briton, our last re­ 
maining foe has been endeavoring to form a 
grand alliance against us in tlie wilds and 
fastnesses of tho Northwest. 
When Hitting 
Bull retired beyond the border he scarcely 
concealed, his intention in return nut as 
a suppliant but as an invader, 
'fho letter 
elsewhere printed shows that he lias kept 
this purpose steadily in view since bo left 
us. 
His plan was to unite all tbo disuf- 
(octed Indian tribes and lead them against 
us in one last Indian war, which should end 
iu the victory or tho onnibilation of his 
people. 
The most glorious traditions of 
the Indian race were all in favor of such a 
project. 
It was the old policy of Tocumsoh 
aud Black Hawk, the adoption of which oost 
us so many lives and so much treasure. 
But tho whole scheme has come to a disos- 
trouB conclusion so far as Hitting Bull is 
ooncornod. 
Tho heroic age has passed even 
among the Indians. 
Hitting Bull and his 
‘emissaries have been coldly roooivsd by tbe 
tribes ho had hoped to make allies. 
They 
prefer peacs to war. 
'i'he spirit of trade has 
seized them, and they pretor robbing, and, 
when they can, ohoating tho white man to 
flghting him. Glory possesses no attractions 
for thorn. 
A botllo Of firewater is more 
valnuble than a scalp. 
Hitting Bull’s 
troubles, they inform him, aro nono of their 
business, and if ho wants a war he bad better 
make one ; they will have no part in it even 
to gild the dying gloriiy of their race. 
Whatcvvr Hitting Bull imty think, all this is 
icxcocdingly fortunate for us. 
The only 
portion of our people who will regret it arc 
tho Indian contractors. 
If his confeder­ 
ation scheme hml succeeded there would 
have been millions in it for them, and tho 


news of its failure will bs a sorediiappoint- 
ment. 
As for tbe great Indian chieftain, he 
must be disgusted. 
His splendid dream of 
leading ten thousand braves has melted 
away, and Migor Walsh’s polioe threaten to 
lock him up as a ocimmon vagrant.

It is admitted by thoae best capable of 
judging that the most remarkable esbibit. 
In all respects, made by any of tho foreign 
countries represented at tho Centenniol 
Exposition at Philadelphia was that made 
by Japan. 
Not less remarkable, it appears, 
is the display now made by that wonderful 
people in the International Exhibition at 
Paris. 
In the grfiphic account of the open­ 
ing of the French Ejchibition given to our 
readers in our issue of the ‘id ulL tbe 
H e ra ld correspondent stated as follows:— 
“Japan furnishes incontestably the most 
attractive and brilliant show in the Exhibi­ 
tion, n o t alone quaint , and beautiful, but 
useful, showing evidence in color and form 
tAit even Japan wields an influence on 
.European a rt 
The only departm ent really 
ready, with every nail in its place, is that 
dovoteil to Japan and China. ” 
These facts afford foi d for very serious 
reflections. 
It is but a few years since 
Japan was first opened to commercial and 
industrial intercourse with 
the outside 
world. 
Yet what remarkable signs of prog­ 
ress, as we judge of progress, do we behold! 
Tho inquiry may well aris'e, Are wo or arc 
they to be the winners in tbe competition 
we have opened ? In this point of view a 
careful study of tho facts legarding the 
trade we have thus for hod with Japan will 
be useful and interesting. 
We published in 
our columns yesterday a statemonj; of that 
commerce from its commencement down to 
the present time. 'As a business transac- 
tion the resnlt, it will be seen, is very far 
from being to our advantiige. 
'Iho commerce of the United Stales with 
Japan dates from the year 1^9. 
In that 
year it amophted to but $295. 
The follow­ 
ing year it was less than $200,000, and up to 
1865 it had not reached $350,000 per annum. 
In the fiscal year 1866 tbe total exchanges 
suddenly increased to $2,300,000, aud in 
1873 their valúe reached $17,300,000. 
Tho 
following year there was a decline to 
$8,350,000, and since then an increase has 
again taken place to $16,600,000 in 1876 and 
1877. 
Very great fluctuations, it will bo ob­ 
served, have taken place during this short 
period. 
But there is another feature which is to 
be noticed. . The total imports into tho 
United States from Japan d o 'in g th e last 
flscrtl year amounted to the valne of 
$13,689,433, of which 98 per cent came in 
free of duty. 
On’ tbe other hand, our ex­ 
ports to Japan amounted only to the value 
of $‘2,924,884, of which 57 per cent, or 
$1,672,539. wosiu specie, and but $1,252.346, 
or 43 per cent, in merehaudise. 
'Ibus while Japan sold to us last year to 
the value of upward of $14,000,000 of her 
producto, nearly all of which came in firoo 
of duty, we sold to Japan of all our prod­ 
ucts only to tho value of $1,‘250,000, ex­ 
clusive at specie. 
Our total esporto to 
Japan, including specie, during the five 
years ended Juno 30, 1876, averaged only 
ton cents per capita per annum of the 
population of that oouniry, which is stated 
to be 
over 
33,000,000, 
or more than 
throe-fuurths of« the present population 
of tho United States. 
A more unfavor­ 
able showing ^ a n these statements .^re. 
sent could scarcely bo imagined. 
It would 
certaiuly appear that the Jnpaueso have 
mauifested more ability or more enterprise 
in the trade between tho two countries, so 
far, than wo have. 
Of oar total commerce 
with Japan it further appears that only 42 
per cent was carried in American vessels. 
England’s commerce with Japan lor the 
five years ended J une 30, 1876, was not so 
largo 
as 
our 
own, 
but hor 
exports 
averogod $10,180,139 per annum, 
while 
hor imports 
averaged 
but 
$‘2,350,000 
per 
anuum, 
thus 
showing 
a 
great 
advantage over 
our 
own 
trade 
with 
that country. 
Tho total imi>orts from all 
conntries into Japan for the year 1876 are 
officially 
stated to 
have 
amounted 
to 
$‘25,713,114, of which Qróst Britain and hor 
po.iisessioDS Inrnished in Value $15,000,000; 
France and 
China, 
87,700,000, and the 
United 
Htates 
only 
to the value of 
$1,100,000. 
'The value of tho cotton fabrics 
imported into Japan that year is Rtatod to 
have been $7,000,000; of m anufnctnted iron 
nlNsut $7,000,000, and of woollen fabrii^ 
$3,000,000. 
It is certainly evident, therefore, that a 
basis for trade with the United Htates is not 
wanting. 
Considering our proximity to 
JaiHin, our existing facilities of steam com- 
raimication and tho fact ihnt we can pro­ 
duce these articles 
cheaply as England, 
it is difllcnit to see auy valid rcokon why 
our expoH trade to that country should not 
bo largely increased. 
That wo should buy 
their products to the valne of $14,000,000 
pur anuum, and soil to them of uur own only 
to tho value oi $1,250,000, is a state of things 
that should not be allowed to continue. Nor 
is it gratifying to our pride,'as tbo country 
which claims to have opened Japan to inter­ 
course with the outer world, to find that tbe 
odvanlagcs of that trade are certainly as yet 
in other bands than our own.

It is proper that these people, os 
well as the officfuls 'whose duty it is to pre­ 
vent the existence of such nuisances, shonld 
be made to understand that their prosecu­ 
tion is not a mere farce. 
If we are to have 
a series of convictions followed. by suspen­ 
sions of sentence the indictm ents will bo 
simply ridiculous. 
Either tho penalty for 
such offences ought to bo enforced as a 
warning to all who arc disposed to disre­ 
gard the law or there should bo no prosecu­ 
tions. 
A mistaken leniency at this time 
will o n ly . aggravate tho evils which are 
sought to be eradicated. 


An Insttffleiuttt ProteetU n. 
A man was arraigned at one of the police 
courts yesterday on a charge of having 
threatened and attem pted to take the life 
of a lady to whom he had paid attentions 
which were neither proper nor agreeable. 
According to the statement of the complain­ 
ant, and of the policeman who made the 
arrest, the accused pointed a revolver at a 
window of the 
house 
at 
which the 
lady was visible, 
and . was 
only pre­ 
vented from firing by tbe prompt inter­ 
ference of tho officer. 
The Justice fined 
the acouaed ten dollars 
for 
carrying 
a revolver without having a license, and 
held him to bail in the sum of one thousand 
dollars to keep the peace for twolve montha. 
Tho prisonar denied that he had threatened 
or attem pted to take the comphiiniurt’s life; 
but If the Court was satisfied that the 
charge ;made against him was substantiated 
ita deeision does not appear to have been a 
wise one. If tho man had any thought of 
taking the lady’s life no consideration of 
being under a thousand dollars bail to keep 
tbe peace wonld be likely to deter him from 
indulging in the cbcentricity.

In onr oolnmns to-day will be ionnd the 
invitation to the International Cbngress ad­ 
dressed to the British government from 
Berlin—wilh the British answer and accept­ 
ance.

Nothing is said about what Russia 
will do or will not do, and no pledge of her 
good boCavior is made the basis of tho in­ 
vitation ; but England is invited on tho 
underatanding that Her Majesty “consents 
to-admit the tree discussion of the whole of 
the contents of the Treaty of Han Hteiano,” 
and England accepts with the uuderatond- 
in g '“lhat the invitation has been sent in 
the same terms to tbo other Powers. 
Thus, 
withont unpleasant words, a great difficulty 
is overcome.
